Inspectors  in  charge  are  reminded  that  the  various  pathological  laboratories  of 
the  Bureau  are  available  for  rendering  the  necessary  assistance  in  making  diag- 
noses. In  all  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis,  and  also  in  any  case  which  may  prove 
of  special  interest,  either  from  a  meat  inspection  or  scientific  standpoint,  tissue 
specimens  should  be  forwarded  to  the  laboratory  serving  the  territory  in  which 
the  station  is  located.  Inspectors  engaged  in  meat  inspection  should  be  con- 
stantly encouraged  to  collect  and  submit  such  specimens,  one  of  the  problems 
regarded  as  of  immediate  importance  being  the  tumors  of  meat-producing 
animals.

LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  NOVEMBER  1936 

License  no.  204  was  issued  November  11,  1936,  to  the  Gland-O-Lac  Co.,  Nine- 
teenth and  Leavenworth  Streets,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  for  autogenous  bacterin;  avian 
mixed  bacterin;  fowl-cholera-typhoid-paratyphoid  bacterin;  fowl-pox  vaccine; 
infectious-laryngotracheitis  vaccine;  pullorin. 

LICENSES  TERMINATED,  NOVEMBER  1936 

License  no.  204,  issued  March  25,  1935,  to  the  Gland-O-Lac  Co.,  4001  South 
Twenty-fourth  Street,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  was  terminated  November  11,  1936,  be- 
cause of  a  change  in  location  of  the  establishment. 

SERUM-MARKETING  AGREEMENT  AND  ORDER  IN  EFFECT 

On  December  7,  1936,  a  serum-marketing  agreement  and  order  regulating  the 
handling  of  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  hog-cholera  virus,  formulated  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  56  to  60,  inclusive,  of  the  act  approved  August  24,  1935 
(49  Stat.  781,  782),  became  effective  by  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
affixed  on  December  2.  The  agreement  and  order  will  be  administered  in  part  by 
a  control  agency  of  the  serum  industry.  This  agency  will  deal  especially  with 
commercial  problems.  The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  through  its  Division  of 
Virus-Serum  Control,  is  directly  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  agree- 
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ment  and  order.  The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  will  conduct  such  research  studies  of  the  economic 
aspects  of  serum  and  virus  marketing  as  the  specific  needs  of  the  latter  Bureau 
may  require. 

The  order  and  agreement  relating  to  the  marketing  of  serum  and  virus  are  iden- 
tified as  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  Order  No.  361.  The  supervisory  powers  and 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  relating  to  this  problem  are  such  that  he 
may  terminate  the  agreement  and  order  should  need  arise  for  such  action.

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  476. — In  re  the  Great  Atlantic  &  Pacific  Tea  Co.,  a  New  Jersey  corpo- 
ration. The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  October  21,  1935,  issued  a  complaint  and 
notice  of  hearing  under  title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  alleging  that 
the  respondent  made  for  itself  an  undue  and  unreasonable  preference  and  advan- 
tage in  its  purchase  of  meats  in  interstate  commerce  by  (1)  concealment  of  the  true 
relationship  existing  between  the  company  and  an  employee  or  agency  authorized 
to  purchase  meat  for  its  account;  (2)  permitting  an  employee  to  make  misrepre- 
sentation to  the  effect  that  he  is  in  the  brokerage  business  when,  in  fact,  he  was 
purchasing  meat  supplies  from  meat  packers  for  the  company's  account;  and 
(3)  permitting  an  employee  of  the  company  to  collect  from  a  meat  packer  a  charge 
that  exceeds  the  actual  and  reasonable  expense  incurred  in  providing  the  service 
rendered.  A  hearing  was  held  on  December  2,  3,  16,  17,  and  18,  1935.  On 
December  29,  1936,  the  Secretary  issued  an  order  based  on  the  evidence  adduced 
at  the  hearing,  finding  that  the  respondent  was  a  packer  as  defined  in  section  201, 
title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  and  had  practiced  fraud  and  deceit 
upon  many  meat  packers  through  the  false  and  deceptive  practices  above  de- 
scribed. He  directed  the  respondent  corporation,  its  officers,  employees,  and 
agents  to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging  in  the  practices  complained  of,  such  order 
to  become  effective  35  days  from  the  date  thereof. 

Docket  no.  572. — In  re  Leo  Gold,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  August  12,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act,  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  that  act  in  that  he  had 
purchased  live  poultry  and  failed  to  pay  for  it.  A  hearing  was  held  on  August  18, 
at  which  time  the  Government  appeared  by  counsel,  but  no  appearance  was 
entered  for  the  respondent.  It  was  stipulated  and  agreed  that  a  full  statement  of 
Leo  Gold's  creditors  would  be  procured  and  considered  in  evidence  as  if  the  same 
had  been  procured  and  introduced  during  the  hearing.  From  the  information 
secured  it  appears  that  there  is  a  total  indebtedness  due  Leo  Gold's  creditors  of 
$918.39.  On  December  11  it  was  ordered  that  the  license  of  Leo  Gold  be  sus- 
pended for  a  period  of  30  days,  with  leave  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  such 
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suspension  upon  proper  evidence  that  payment  in  full  has  been  made  to  each  of 
his  creditors  mentioned  in  the  order. 

Docket  no.  587. — In  re  Kings  Poultry  Co.,  Inc.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  October  8,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  on  October  13  to 
allow  the  applicant  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for  license, 
made  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August,  14  1935,  amendatory  to  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be  denied.

RESTRICTION  ON  DISCUSSION  OF  LEGISLATION  RELATING  TO  DE- 
PARTMENT WORK

The  following  memorandum,  signed  by  R.  G.  Tugwell,  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  was  received  by  the  Bureau  December  29,  1936: 

"Effective  immediately,  no  matters  pertaining  to  administration  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  existing  legislation,  or  to  proposed  legislation  which  relates 
to  the  work  of  this  Department,  shall  be  discussed  by  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment with  any  person  who  is  now  employed  or  connected  with  commercial  interests 
that  are  affected  by  such  legislation  or  the  administration  thereof  and  who,  within 
a  period  of  two  years,  has  been  employed  by  this  Department  or  any  Department 
of  the  Government  charged  with  the  administration  of  such  legislation."
